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Alpha  Chi  to  induct  thirty-five  new  members

PUC’s  Indiana  Theta  Chapter  of  Alpha 
Chi  will  hold  the  eighth  annual  induction 
ceremony  on  February  23  at  2  p.m.  in 
Alumni  Hall.  Thirty-five  members  will  be 
inducted. 

Alpha  Chi  is  a  national  college  honor 
scholarship  society  whose  purpose  is  to 
promote  academic  excellence  among 
college  students  and  to  honor  those  who 
achieve  such  distinction.  It  is  a  member  of 


the  Association  of  College  Honor  Socie¬ 
ties. 

Alpha  Chi  was  founded  on  February  22, 
1922  by  faculty  members  from  five  Texas 
colleges  who  gathered  on  the  campus  of 
Southwestern  University  at  Georgetown, 
Texas  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
scholarship  society  to  encompass  all  of 
the  best  universities  and  colleges  in  the 
state. 

“The  Scholarship  Societies  of  Texas’’ 


was  the  original  name  of  the  organization. 
After  five  years  and  much  expansion,  the 
name  was  changed  to  “The  Scholarship 
Societies  of  the  South.” 

In  1934,  the  honor  society  met  on  the 
campus  of  Texas  State  College  for  Women 
in  Denton  and  changed  the  name  to  Alpha 
Chi,  reflecting  an  interestto  develop  chap¬ 
ters  throughout  the  country. 

As  of  this  year,  there  are  270  active 
chapters  nationally  and  a  total  member¬ 


ship  of  141,394. 

In  1935,  Alpha  Chi  adopted  the  official 
shield  and  key,  color  and  song.  The  key  is 
a  shield  with  a  lamp  and  raised  initials  of 
the  honor  society  on  the  front  and  the 
initials  of  each  member  on  the  back. 

The  colors  are  blue  and  emerald  green 
signifying  victory  and  truth.  The  official 
song  is  “Hail  to  Alpha  Chi.”

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Gender  issues  in  Gulf 
War  to  be  discussed

As  the  spring  semester  contin¬ 
ues  so  does  another  Brown  Bag 
Forum,  a  monthly  series  of  pro¬ 
grams  on  issues  of  special  inter¬ 
est  to  women. 

Just  pack  a  lunch  and  bring  it 
with  you  to  attend  the  next  one 
being  held  Wednesday,  Febru¬ 
ary  19  at  noon  in  C-321. 

Sponsored  by  the  Women’s 
Studies  Program,  this  month’s 
speaker  will  be  Bemie  Carroll 
Ph  D,  Professor  of  Political  Sci¬ 
ence  and  Director  of  Women’s 
Studies  in  West  Lafayette.  The 
topic  will  be  the  war  in  the  Per¬ 
sian  Gulf  and  the  title  of  her 
lecture  will  be  “Patriarchy,  Mili¬ 
tarism,  and  the  Gulf  War.” 

During  this  session  Carroll  will 
discuss  how  gender  issues  have 
been  neglected  in  most  of  the 
media  and  scholarly  treatment  of 


the  war. 

Carroll  stressed,  “The  press 
and  general  public’s  discussion 
of  the  war  has  neglected  almost 
entirely  issues  of  gender,  with 
the  exception  of  the  roles  of 
women  who  actually  served.” 
She  also  said,  “Patriarchy  as  an 
institutional  factor  pervades  in 
men,  as  the  policies  adopted  were 
designed  to  influence  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  foreign  policy  in  is¬ 
sues  of  war  and  peace.  ’  ’ 

Dr.  Carrol  is  currently  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Political  Science  and  Di- 
rectorof  Women’s  Studies,  West 
Lafayette.  She  received  her  Ph.D 
from  Brown  University,  Provi¬ 
dence,  RI,  and  taught  previously 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  at 
Champagne-Urbanna  before 
coming  to  West  Lafayette  in  Au¬ 
gust  of  1990. 


In  observation  of 
Black  History  Month

A  Gospel  Extravaganza,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Black  Student  Union, 
highlights  festivities  for  Black 
History  Month  at  PUC.  The  event 
is  planned  for  Friday,  Feb.  28  in 
Alumni  Hall  at  7  p.m.  Price  for 
the  event  is  $2  for  PUC  students. 

Black  History  Month  is  an  an¬ 
nual  observance  during  the  month 
of  February. 

Not  only  does  this  week  offer 
specific  time  to  honor  the  past 
achievements  of  Black  Ameri¬ 
cans,  but  also  presents  their  cur¬ 
rent  standing  in  society.  It  coin¬ 
cides  with  the  birthdays  of  black 
leader,  Frederick  Douglass  (Feb¬ 
ruary  14)  and  of  President  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln  (February  12)  who 
fought  for  the  abolishment  of 
slavery. 

The  establishment  of  Negro 
Week  began  in  1926  by  the  pro¬ 
posal  of  black  historian  Carter  G. 
Woodson  and  others.  (The  word 
“negro”  was  used  in  earlier  days 


to  refer  to  Black  Americans;  today 
it’s  only  used  in  names  of  organi¬ 
zations.)  Woodson,  who  is  known 
as  the  Father  of  Black  History, 
brought  the  achievements  of  Afro- 
Americans  to  the  world’s  atten¬ 
tion.  During  the  early  1970s,  the 
observance  became  known  as 
Black  History  Week  and  was  es¬ 
tablished  as  Black  History  Month 
in  1976. 

The  celebration  is  sponsored 
by  the  organization  that  started 
the  black  history  movement. 
Association  for  the  Study  of  Afro- 
American  Life  and  History 
(ASALH).  The  ASALH  was 
founded  by  Woodson  in  1915, 
and  each  year  the  ASALH  desig¬ 
nates  a  theme  for  the  month  of 
observance. 

“Black  Awareness  Month  is  a 
time  to  reflect  on  issues  that  af¬ 
fect  Afro-Americans,”  said  Roy 
Hamilton,  advisor  for  Black  Stu-

Purdue  Calumet? 


A  proposal  to  initiate  an 
ROTC  program  at  Purdue 
Calumet — with  courses  begin¬ 
ning  perhaps  as  early  as  next 
fall — is  under  consideration. 

Army  ROTC  (Reserve 
Officers’  Training  Corps)  com¬ 
bines  university  course  work  in 
military  science  with  summer 
training  sessions  to  prepare 
young  men  and  women  as  of¬ 
ficers  in  the  U.S.  Army. 
Program  graduates  are  commis¬ 
sioned  as  second  lieutenants  in 
either  the  reserve  or  active  for¬ 
ces. 

Students  enrolled  in  any  cur- 
riculum  offered  by  the 
university,  leading  to  a 
bachelor’s  degree  would  be 
ROTC  eligible.  Traditionally, 
ROTC  programs  are  divided 
into  a  a  series  of  basic  courses 
for  freshmen  and  sophomores 
and  an  advanced  curriculum  for 
upperclassmen. 

The  basic  courses  afford  stu¬ 
dents  an  opportunity  to  learn 
more  about  the  Army  and  to 
determine  their  interest  in  a 
military  career.  Enrollment  in 
these  offerings  poses  no 
military  obligation. 

Students  who  complete  the 
basic  curriculum  may  go  on  to 
the  advanced  courses,  per 
department  consent.  Accep¬ 
tance  into  the  advanced 
curriculum  DOES  CARRY  a 
military  service  obligation — 
active,  reserve  or  a  combination 
of  both — as  well  as  a  monthly 
stipend. 

Typically,  students  enter  an 
ROTC  program  their  freshman 
year.  Some,  though,  come  in 
later  by  either  receiving  con¬ 
structive  academic  credit  or 
combining  first-  and  second- 
year  courses.

Some 
special  categories  are:  Essay  in  Magazine 
Journalism,  Humorous  Poetry,  One-act

Prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  writers  of 
first  and  second  place  essays,  and  certifi¬ 
cates  will  be  awarded  to  the  writers  of 
honorable  mention  essays. 

The  contest  has  ‘  ‘Consistently  elicited  a 


good  response,”  said  Professor  Tinkham. 
Tinkham  has  been  involved  with  the  con¬ 
test  for  nine  years  now  and  hopes  that  this 
year  it  will  appeal  to  a  wider  array  of 
students. 

“We  are  concerned  with  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  writing  across  the  campus  rather 
than  the  writing  of  a  special  kind,’  ’  Tinkham 
said.

It’s  just  as  important  to  spell  the  names  of 
chemical  compounds  correctly  as  it  is  to 
rhyme  the  lines  of  a  sonnet.”

!  is  relatively  a  small  percentage. 

I  Unification  seems  to  be  the 
■  'buzz  word”  regarding  recog¬ 
nition  of  Black  and  Women’s 
History.  Sadly,  unification 
lacks  any  real  strength  of  par¬ 
ticipation  of  extracurricular 
events  on  PUC  campus.  For 
example,  free  concerts,  sports 
events  and  various  other 
activities  are  barely  attended  on 
a  campus  level  making  the  lack 
of  attendees  hardly  recogniz¬ 
able  on  a  state-wide  level.

Safe  sex  message  is  misleading

What  is  safe  sex?  According  to  Ray¬ 
mond  Cuttill,  commentary,  why  don’t  we 
look  at  some  facts.  According  to  the 
Center  for  Disease  Control,  43  million 
Americans  have  sexually  transmitted  dis¬ 
eases.  That’s  17  percent  of  our  popula¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  also  misleading.  Take  away 
the  little  kids,  the  elderly,  and  others  who 
aren’t  risk  takers  and  the  percentage  goes 
higher.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  43 
million  out  of  roughly  150  million  pos¬ 
sible  sex  partners  has  a  STD.  Just  under  a 
third.  That’s  quite  a  few. 

What  about  condoms?  The  New  Eng¬ 


land  Journal  of  Medicine  and  the  British 
medical  journal  Lancet,  along  with  count¬ 
less  other  independent  studies,  indicate 
that  condoms  can  have  a  failure  rate  of 
between  6  and  18  percent. 

If  you  meet 
someone  you  like  enough  to  have  sex 
with,  but  they  tell  you  up  front  that  they 
have  a  sexually  transmitted  disease,  do 
you  pull  a  condom  out  of  your  wallet  or 
purse  and  say  “Don’t  worry  1  have  this.” 
Why  is  it  different  if  they  don’t  tell  you, 
don’t  know,  or  worse  yet,  are  too  intoxi¬ 
cated  to  care?  Don’t  worry,  you’ve  got  a 


condom. 

Mr.  Cuttill,  among  many  others,  refuses 
to  talk  about  the  root  of  the  problem: 
Promiscuity.  Their  would  be  no  epidemic 
of  STDs  without  promiscuity,  and  con¬ 
doms  do  not  provide  safe  sex.  They  only 
promote  safe(r)  promiscuous  sex.  There 
is  a  world  of  difference. 

Lastly,  until  the  likes  of  Mr.  Cuttill  get 
the  facts,  and  lend  support  to  abstinence 
instead  of  condemnation,  the  best  way  to 
prevent  AIDS  and  other  STD’s  will  never 
be  used,  and  the  problem  will  never  go 
away.

fore  marriage.  First  the  immorality  issue 
may  permanently  damage  a  teen's  ca¬ 
pacity  to  experience  true  love  as  an  adult. 
Secondly,  it  may  scar  a  person  so  badly 
that  they  may  never  achieve  true  inti¬ 
macy  with  a  marriage  partner.  Third, 
teenage  pregnancy  rates  indicate  that 
levels  of  maturity  and  intelligence  do 
not  go  hand-in-hand  with  sexual  experi- 
mentation. 

Safe  sex  advocate  Suzi  Landolphi,  (who 
appeared  on  PUC  campus  in  October  of 
last  year)  travels  coast  to  coast  to  convey 
the  message  of  sexual  information  and 
education  and  was  in  fact  offered  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  co-host  of  ABC's  "Homeshow," 
to  do  just  that. 

Landolphi  said,  "We've  been  brought 
up  by  a  society  trembling  with  mistakes. 
..If  you're  embarrased  about  sex  and 
hiding  under  the  blankets  it's  no 
good... Religious  organizations  don't  talk 
about  sex,  even  though  they  have  the 
power  to  get  a  strong  message  out.  Igno¬ 
rance  will  not  make  the  problems  just  go 
away.  Lock  at  Jim  Baker  and  Jim  Swag- 
gart,  now  we  all  know  why  they  didn't 


talk  about  sex.  Some  people  don't  want 
to  hear  abou  t  it  or  deal  with  it,  well  it's  a 
reality  and  that's  just  a  cop  out.” 

Paul  Epstein  is  a  doctor  and  instructor 
of  medicine  at  Harvard  Medical  School 
and  is  also  chairman  of  the  Cambridge 
AIDS  Tasks  Force.  Epstein  said  this 
about  suggestions  that  condoms  may 
promote  promiscuity,  ”A  growing  body 
of  research  and  the  experience  of  AIDS 
educators  suggest  just  the  opposite: 
Condom  availability,  combined  with

AIDS  education,  can  delay  and  discour¬ 
age  casual  sexual  activity. .  .Researchers 
at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School 
conducted  an  AIDS  education  program 
in  Baltimore  that  included  condom  dis¬ 
tribution  in  a  high  school.  They  found 
an  increased  number  of  students  choos¬ 
ing  to  abstain  from  sex  and  a  significant 
delay  in  the  onset  of  first  sexual  activity 
among  the  students." 

Epstein  also  reports  that,  "Other  stud¬ 
ies  in  progress  are  finding  similar  re¬ 
sults.  At  a  recent  hearing  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  an  AIDS  counselor  testified  that 
since  the  distributuion  of  condoms  be¬ 
gan  in  his  program  for  runaway  youth, 
clients  report  having  fewer  sexual  part¬ 
ners.  He  also  reported  that  the  young¬ 
sters  discussed  the  risk  of  AIDS  more 
frequently,  revealing  their  deepening 
concern." 

Abstinence  is  not  for  everyone  and 
those  individuals  that  choose  other  paths 
should  not  be  condemned  by  all  for  their 
choices. 

Is  it  your  place  to  judge  an  individual 
being  right  or  wrong?  You  can  voice 
your  opinion  as  well  as  your  lifestyle  but 
by  condemning  others  it  only  displays  a 
lack  of  insight  into  society  today  as  well 
as  a  blatant  misuse  of  labels  like  moral¬ 
ists  and  promiscuity.  Maybe  ignorance 
is  the  word  I'm  looking  for?

The  Hand  That  Rocks  the  Cradle  (R)

Nanny,  Mary  Poppins  finally  meets  her 
evil  nemesis  in  Peyton  Flanders.  Rebecca 
De  Momay  (Risky  Business)  stars  as  every 
mother’s  dream  helper  -  sweet,  pretty, 
and  gentle.  However,  underneath  these 
loving  qualities  lies  a  vengeful  monster. 

Peyton  vows  to  take  over  Claire’s  (An- 
nabella  Sciorra  of  Jungle  Fever)  life  after 
her  gynecologist  husband  killed  himself. 

Because  she  was  the  one 
who  brought  up  charges  that  doc  sexually 
molested  her.  After  hearing  about  the 
scandal,  doc  committed  suicide.

Through,  she  is  Linda  Voss  and  has  Mi¬ 
chael  Douglas. 

Based  on  Susan  Isaacs’  best-selling  novel, 
the  film  starts  on  the  eve  of  the  war  when 
Linda  lands  a  job  as  secretary  for  the 
dictatorial  lawyer,  Ed  Leland  (Michael 
Douglas).  In  her  job  interview,  Linda, 
with  her  overobservant  nature,  tells  Le¬ 
land  how  she  can  learn  secrets  about  him. 
Why?  Because  she’s  has  seen  so  many 
Hollywood  espionage  thrillers. 

The  two  eventually  become  lovers;  yet, 
their  romance  is  not  made  in  heaven. 
After  the  war  breaks  out,  Linda  learns  that 
Leland  is  really  an  OSS  colonel  and  is 
more  interested  about  his  espionage  ac¬ 
tivities  than  her. 

Linda,  who  is  half-Irish  and  half-Ger¬ 
man,  volunteers  her  services  as  an  under¬ 
cover  agent.  She  goes  to  Berlin  and  finds 


herself  entangled  in  the  web  of  passion 
and  deceiL 

Writer-director  David  Seltzer  (Lucas, 
Punchline)  achieves  in  showing  Griffith’s 
flair  in  canny  dialogue  and  wisecrack 
timing.  It  is  in  the  romance  between 
Griffith  and  Douglas  that  he  fails.  Every¬ 
thing  between  the  two  are  obligatory.  There 
are  the  obligatory  boss-loves-secretary, 
girl-hates-boy,  boy-leaves-girl  and  there’s 
even  a  goodbye  scene  straight-out  of 
Casablanca.  When  the  two  are  reunited, 
it  is  just  an  obligatory  climax.  This  is  sad 
because  the  two  have  a  perfect  chemistry 
which  was  not  utilized  effectively. 

Besides  this  flaw,  Shining  Through  is  a 
watchable  film.  The  breathtaking  cine¬ 
matography  by  Die  Hard's  Jan  De  Bont  is 
a  must-see.

The  Cult

Since  The  Cult  hit  the  rock  scene  in  the 
early  eighties,  fans  and  critics  alike  have 
had  a  hard  time  classifying  this  British 
bands'  style  of  music.  Their  first  release, 
as  Th;  Cult,  Love  had  a  very  alternative 
feel  and  was  (and  continues  to  be)  a  highly 
successful  album  on  the  co''  •  •  scene. 

With  the  release  of  their  next  album 
Electric,  The  Cult  completely  shifted  gears 
and  Electric,  although  it  still  emphasized 
the  same  themes,  was  basically  a  heavy 
metal  album.  This  continued  on  their 
third  album  Sonic  Temple. 

Their  latest  offering  Ceremony,  despite 
a  few  acoustic  numbers  reminiscent  of 
Love,  is  also  a  hard  rocking,  guitar  ori¬ 
ented  album. 

As  on  other  Cult  albums,  guitarist  Billy 
Duffy  provides  the  guitar  framework  for 
the  entire  album.  Duffy  had  his  begin¬ 
nings  in  the  late  seventies  punk  move¬ 
ment,  and  from  this  background  has  be¬ 
come  one  of  the  better  guitarists  around 
today. 

His  ability  to  orchestrate  hard  rock,  dis¬ 
tortion  based,  guitar  with  more  delicate, 


often  middle  eastern  sounding  acoustic 
guitar  parts,  is  what  gives  The  Cult  their 
distinctive  musical  sound.  Whether  acous¬ 
tic  or  electric,  Duffy’s  driving  rhythm 
work  and  complex  harmonies  give  this 
album  the  mystical  feel,  so  typical  of  The 
Cult. 

The  other  half  of  this  British  duo  is 
vocalist  Ian  Astbury.  As  the  perfect  com¬ 
plement  to  Billy  Duffy’s  guitar  work,  Ian 
Astbury  provides  the  powerful,  and  at 
times  screaming,  vocal  work.  “You  got 
to  bleed  a  little  while  you  sing.  Less  the 
words  Don’t  mean  nothing”  is  a  quote 
from  the  song  “Heart  of  Soul,”  and  lis¬ 
tening  to  any  Cult  song,  it  is  obvious  that 
these  are  words  Ian  Astbury  lives  by. 

As  in  past  albums,  Astbury ’s  interest  in 
Native  Americans  provides  themes  for 
many  of  the  songs  and  lends  to  the  mysti¬ 
cal  almost  spiritual  feel  of  the  album. 

Songs  such  as  “Ceremony,”  “Wild 
Hearted  Son”  and  “Full  Tilt,”  are  good 
examples  of  the  rock  anthems  The  Cult 
has  been  producing  in  the  last  couple  of  al¬ 
bums,  and  the  video  “Wild  Hearted  Son,” 
has  even  been  receiving  a  fair  amount  of 
air  play  on  MTV. 

Along  with  these  more  rock  oriented 
songs,  there  are  also  some  beautifully 
done  ballads.  ‘  *  Indian  ’  ’  provides  a  sad  in¬ 
trospective  look  at  Native  American  atti-
